I am still waiting for a report on how we can 
cut the civilian and military presence in Saigon. We have 
been in almost a year now and there is no cut of significance. 
The place has swollen to the bursting point with Americans 
falling all over each other. I want some drastic action 
taken, both .in the civilian and the military front in this 
respect. Give me a report in a couple of weeks. 
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
